Some papers see in Rome's attitude | 
an attempt on the part of Premier Mvssolini to open a breach be- 
tween London and Paris.

Baron Believes Main Cam- 
paign Will End With 
Lunghai Battle

NEW YORK, May 19.—Japan 
unquestionably ‘s facing grave 
difficulties in the war in the 
Orient, but China is facing more 
and greater difficulties, the new 
Japanese minister to Canada, 
Baron Shu Tomii, said here last 
night. 

Baron Tomii, just arrived from 
London where he was counsellor 
to the Japanese embassy, is spending 
a few days in the United States be- 
fore assuming his post at Ottawa 
Monday, 

“I sincerely hope and am con- 
vinced these hostilities will be over 
very soon,” the Baron said. 
ASSUMES VICTORY 

The Baron, who has had 22 years 
service with the Japanese diplo- 
matic service in many parts of the 
world, spoke on Japan's difficulties 
when he was asked if the recent 
stiffened Chinese resistance was still 
regarded in Tokyo as a grave threat. 

He said he believes the “full 
diess” campaign by Japan will be 
over when the battle for posses- 
sion of the Lunghai railroad is 
settled. The Baron assumes Japan 
will be victorious. 

“There will be guerilla warfare 
after that but we certainly know 
how to cope with guerilla warfare,” 
he said. Japan will move ahead 
with its program for political sta- 
bilization and economic develop- 
ment. He does not believe there is 
any “deep-seated grudge” between 
the masses of people in China and 
Japan, Anti- Japanese propaganda, 
he said, has not had a chance to 
permeate among the 400,000,000 
people in China, living largely in 
ns where communications are

W'S FIRST SECRETARY 


When the Japanese legation was | 


esiablished in the Canadian capital 
in 1928. Baron Tomii served as first 
secretary and charge d'affaires for 
a year and a half. Prior to that he 
had been consul-general in Ottawa 
for about six months. 

The new Canadian minister's 
father was created a baron because 


of his eminence as a jurist. He was | 


one of the three men who codified 
Japanese civil law. When the fa- 
ther died a few years ago, Baron 
Tomii inherited the title. 

One thing will be missed in 
Ottawa by the baron. In the old 
days, Ottawa had a crack profes- 


sional hockey team, and the baron | 


said a “good hockey game — hotly 
contested” is one of his favorite 
spectacles. But the Ottawa Senat- 
ors are no more.

In the next five years 
Germany will have 420,000 tons 
afloat, including eight first-class 
battleships, 14 cruisers, two air- 
eraft carriers, 40 destroyers and 
torpedo boats and 23,000 tons of 
submarines. 

Some observers put 2,500 first- 
class machines as the strength of 
the German air force, but there 
is very little “dead wood” in this 
force. Production of planes could 
be swiftly increased in time of 
war; for every factory is geared 
to the central “war power line.” 

Nowhere the German goes does 
he escape the plans for “der tag.”

It will cost, according to advance esti- 
mates, $350,000 to build the re-located 
section of Highway No. 1 from Red Deer 
to Crossfield, 62 and one-fifth miles. The 
completed cost may of course run beyond 
the estimates. If it falls within these 
figures the cost per mile will be approxi- 
mately $5,500. 

Highway building is an expensive busi- 
ness in any country, and particularly so 
in a country where gravel pits are scarce 
and soil turns to mud at every good 
shower. 

But experience has shown, nowhere 
more clearly than on this highway, that it 
pays to make a permanent job, whatever 
the cost. First to last that highway has 
cost the people of the province enough to 
have built a permanent all-weather road 
from end to end—and they haven't got the 
road and won't have until more millions 
are spent on it. 

It is to be hoped the reconstruction 
work is being planned and done with dura- 
bility in mind rather than If 
there is a limit to the amount of really per- 
manent highway that can be built, we 
can’t afford to build and rebuild any 
more of the other kind.

The H Hoppers Again 


The provincial department of agricul- 
ture has issued the annual declaration of 
war on the grasshopper, and distributing 
poisoned bait will be a summer chore for 


farmers over a somewhat wider range 
than in previous seasons. 
A map prepared by the Dominion 


entomologists at Lethbridge shows the 
northwest corner of the infested area to 
be a few miles north of Ryley. The north- 
ern boundary of the area runs east and 
somewhat southerly to the Saskatchewan 
border. The western boundary runs south 
from Ryley to Stettler, curves west to 
cross the C. and E. railway north of Olds, 
and turns south a few miles west of the 
railway, running to the international 
boundary along the foot-hills. 

With the exception of a large block 
north of Medicine Hat and another patch 
in the extreme south-east corner of the 
province, this whole area is more or less 
“seeded” with hopper eggs, due to hatch 
any day and release a consuming horde. 
It is not all heavily infested, but there are 
large districts marked “severe” and ‘very 
severe’. The war area thus takes in more 
than half the cultivated land in the 
province. 

Instructions are being sent out to 
farmers, along with supplies of the needed 
poison, and warnings that they are re- 
quired by law to fight the pest when and 
where they are told to. Also one comfort- 
ing bit of information; “Hoppers feed only 
while the temperature is between 68 and 
90 degrees in the shade.” They won't do 
much feeding if the weather continues to 
be what it bas been.

The School Question 


The taxpayers’ association is petition- 
ing the public school board to submit a by- 
law asking authority from the burgesses 
to borrow the $300,000 the board requires 
to build two new schools. Not that the as- 
sociation is opposed to the expenditure, 
but because it is opposed to capital ex- 
penditure being made without positive 
consent of the property-owners. Passive 
assent is not deemed good enough. 

The principle is a sound one where 
large expenditures are involved, though 
it becomes ridiculous when the city coun- 
cil goes to all the formality and expense 
to get permission to buy some police equip- 
ment which could be bought out of cur- 


rent revenue. But, frankly, how much 
less ridiculous is the usual vote on a 
money bylaw taken when there is no 


mayoral or aldermanic contest to draw 
voters to the polls? 

What commonly happens is that only 
a small minority of the burgesses take the 
trouble to vote, and the count does not 
give any accurate representation of their 
opinion in the aggregate. Whichever way" 
the majority of the minority vote, is as- 
sumed to be the verdict from the bur- 
gesses in a body. The non-voting major- 
ity are passive assenters—as is the case 
where no vote is called for. 

About the only time a money bylaw 
draws a respectable expression of burgess 
opinion is when it is held at the time of 
the municipal elections. There should be 
a departure from this rule when the school 
bylaw is submitted, for two reasons. The 
schools are needed; and it is proposed to 
pay for them only once, by paying for 
them in five years. For both reasons the 
burgesses should turn out and give the by- 
law a good majority.

The Poor Litigant 

The proposal of Victoria lawyers to consider 
a plan to offer legal aid free to those who are 
unable to afford it is a gesture of good citizen- 
ship. Many people have forfeited their right of 
recourse to the courts in civil actions because of 
the inevitable bill for legal costs. 

To the public generally the ways of the 
courts are quite mysterious. Friendly officials, 
sympathetic and understanding magistrates and 
judges, may on occasion show an inclination to 
help an uninitiated person who is financially 
unable to secure counsel to present his case, but 
the legal atmosphere is still more or less be- 


rule which limits such a litigant to con- 
fine himself to questions to a witness, without 
comment on the answers, is one that produces a 
feeling of resentment in the minds of people who 
attempt to conduct their own cases. The ordin- 
ary citizen, in court for the first time, is natur- 
ally handicapped by the limitations of custom. 
Only the experienced in cross-examination can 
lightly postpone retort to an apparent rebuff— 
to make capital out of it later. 

This is only one instance of the mystery, to 
the layman, of court procedure. Others are far 
more perplexing. The plaintiff or defendant 
with a lawyer to handle his case has an enormous 
advantage. Therefore, unless legal advice is 
available to the poor man, his presentation— 
unless he be endowed with more than ordinary 
“persuasive” intelligence—may suffer, no mat- 
ter how conclusive may be the evidence in his 
possession. For a judge, after all, is no mind 
reader. His conclusions, and his final judgment, 
are based on all the material presented to him 
for consideration.—Victoria Daily Times. 


Opinions on the Air 

It is not yet quite clear what ultimete sig- 
nificance will be attached to Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King’s remarks in the House regard- 
ing criticism of the British Government's for- 
eign policy over the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. His statement led to the belief that 
the Government would issue orders to the Board 
of Governors of the commission covering the 
point in question, The following day, Hon. C. 
D. Howe, minister in charge of the department 
under which the commission operates, said that 
no orders could or would be issued. 

However, the incident is bound to provoke a 
great deal of discussion throughout the country 
because two important considerations are in- 
volved in the Prime Minister's statement. 

In the first place, there is the question of 
freedom of discussion on the C.B.C. Secondly, 
there is the question of the extent to which the 
Board of Governors are required to bow to the 
will of the Government on discussion of eontro- 
versial questins.

From the post of view “ot the patient the out- 
standing thing about catarrh of the stomach is 
the large amount of mucus which is thrown off. 
In a chronic case, there may be so much mucus 
in the stomach early in the morning that the 
patient is forced to go through a coughing spell 
in order to raise the excess mucus and to expel 
it by mouth. 

Sometimes the patient believes he has a 
catarrhal discharge from the bronchial tubes 
when he actually has stomach catarrh, as it is 
easy to make the mistake of thinking the mucus 
is being brought up through the windpipe when 
it is actually coming by way of the gullet or 
esophagus. 

In gastric catarrh the mucous membrane 
which lines the stomach becomes engorged and 
congested. The mucus-secreting cells begin to 
secrete an excessive amount of mucus and at 
the same time there is a disturbance of the gas- 
tric juice also thrown out by the stomach walls, 
Because of the latter disturbance, the digestive 
power is reduced and there is*a partial loss of 
the ability to digest food. 

Stomach catarrh may occur in either the 
acute or chronic form. The acute form is com- 
monly referred to as an attack of indigestion 
and generally follows the taking of an unwise 
meal. 

The patient complains of such symptoms as 
lack of appetite, a burning feeling in the 
stomach, headache, coating of the tongue, weak- 
ness and mental depression. Usually he recove 
ers within a few hours to a few days. The re- 
covery period may be shortened by taking noth- 
ing but water and by using hot applications over 
the stomach region. The most important thing 
is to stay away from food until all distress sub- 
sides in order to give the stomach a rest. 

The chronic phase of gastric catarrh does not 
present such dramatic symptoms. At first the 
patient notices that the digestive power is grad- 
ually being reduced and that foods which he 
formerly used without distress are now begin- 
ning to bother him. As the condition pro- 
gresses, more definite symptoms occur and the 
patient finds the appetite is poor, there is a sense 
of discomfort after meals, a slow loss in weight, 
dullness of the complexion, and irritability. Also, 
certain changes are taking place in the gastric 
juice and there is less acid being secreted, to- 
gether with less pepsin. These changes are at- 
tended by a marked increase in the mucus secre- 
tion. 

Persistent errors in diet are the most com- 
mon cause of stomach catarrh. The only sen- 
sible method of treatment is the diet treatment 
and the patient must be willing to diet for sev- 
eral weeks. It jis usually desirable to reduce the 
quantity of food and smaller meals should there- 
fore be taken. The patient should avoid fried 
foods and also foods containing a great deal of 
fat, such as pork. When starches seem to be 
causing flatulence, there must be an effort made 
to use less starch for a time. 

Excessive fluid with meals must be avoided 
and the patient should do his water-drinking be- 
tween meals rather than with meals. Rich 
cheeses, heavy desserts, sweet foods, pancakes 
and doughnuts must be left out of the diet, In 
case the patient has been over-using tobacco or 
alcohol, he should be advised to cut down. 

The diet method offers the best hope of cure, 
and as the patient has become sick by using the 
wrong food his best course of action is to learn 
how to use the right food at the right time and in 
the right amount. 


Questions And Answers 


QUESTION—Thelma C. asks: “Is it danger- 
ous to eat the dried prunes just as they come 
from the package, without first cooking them?” 

ANSWER: No. Probably we cook prunes 
partly because we are accustomed to doing it and 
partly because it makes them softer and more 
plump. However, the dried fruit is wholesome 
without being cooked. 

QUESTION—Mrs. Theresa P. asks: “In using 
the canned salmon in the diet for the sake of 
variety, should the oil be thrown away and the 
bony parts be discarded?” 

ANSWER: The soft-cooked bones in canned 
salmon are a good source of calcium, and the 
oil contains vitamin D in appreciable amounts. 
Because of these facts, the United States Bureau 
of Fisheries is suggesting that the consumer use 
both the oil and bones of canned salmon. 

QUESTION— Nona L. inquires: “Do you 
have the directions for making parsley tea? My 
mother used to make it, recommending it be- 
cause she thought it helped the kidneys.” 

ANSWER: In making parsley tea, one bunch 
of parsley is thoroughly washed, then 1 quart 
of water is added. This is brought to a boil and 
allowed to simmer gently for 10 minutes. Strain 
and use about 8 ounces at any one time. It is 
believed that parsley has a beneficial effect when 
the urinary tract is inflamed, and that its use 
tends to counteract some of the acidity of the 
liquid elimination when it is excessively acid.

‘Stronger Steels Must Be 


Perfected for Apparatus 
to Reach Limit 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 
TULSA, Okla, May 19—Seven 
miles deep is the capacity of a 
giant new well-drilling rig ¢x- 
hibited today at the International 
Petroleum Exposition. That is 
more than twice as far down as 
the present deepest well in the 
world, 15,004 feet at Wasco, Cal. | 
In the world there is today no 
pump which can go down even 
15,000 to bring up the deep oil if 
one of these wells stops flowing 
under its own pressure. It costs 
nearly $500,000 at present to drill 


down much farther than two miles 
| 


There may be oil pools down to | 
20 miles below the surface. This 
estimate is made by geologists from 
studies of the downward slant of 
the oil bearing formations that dive | 
out of reach of present wells, Geol- | 
ogists at the University of Tulsa}

VERY now and then one of my pals hands me a subtle slam by in- |

Consider the developments and improvements that are being 
made in sport each year.

Today 
nobody cheers unless a golfer can shoo 18 holes in a 67 or a 68. 
In track and field athletics ordinary run of the mill men are turn- 
ing in times and records equal to what used to be a world mark. 
Every week new records are set somewhere. The same applies to 
swimming, shvoting, rowing, sailing, billiards—yes, even horse shoe 
pitching, 


In fact there has been such an improvement in performing ability 
that suggestions have been made that golf courses should be lengthened 
to around 8,000 yards with the addition of more difficult traps and 
hazards. One cue expert developed a cushion canon stroke that made | 
possible such huge breaks that the stroke was banned There is even 
talk of making chess more complicated,

It Works This Way 


OW. nobody surely will contend that such improvements | 
eould be made without tremendous concentration and effort. But, 
and here I pin my pal’s ears back, has anyone found a need to make 
statecraft, politics and economics harder and more complicated? In- 
stead everyone is pleading to have them simplified. Furthermore, I 
doubt if there has been any major improvement made in our political 
or economic technique during the past two thousand even six 
thousand years. I think Dr. Hardy can turn loose a barrage of classica] 
historical examples to prove that point. 

It all boils down to this, The evidence is that men have given a| 
lot more constructive thought and effort to the things they are vitally 
interested in—sport and provisions for their personal comfort—than 
they have to the things this pal figures are important. If all men could} 
get their living by playing their favorite sport, they would probably take 
up politics and economics as a hobby—and solve ail the problems in-| 
volved in a few short decades.

INTERESTING STORY } 

The story of how a bottle of “7) 
up” is made, and what it has to go | 
through before it reaches the} 
counter of the confectioner or gro-| 
cer, is an interesting one 

Starting with the mixing room, | 
it is absorbing to see how the 
chemist combines water, sugar, and 
concentrated flavoring juices into 
a syrup, that later becomes the 
heart of the drink. 

Realizing thet the enjoyment of 
the drink lies in its syrup, the 
management of the Dominion 
Botiling Works have spent con- 
siderable time and money in de- 
veloping their own formulae. Con- 
sistency is maintained by use of 
precision equipment. The chief 
chemist, Dr. E. Margolis, a former 
graduate of the University of Al- 
berta, is in charge of this depart- 
ment 
STONE FILTER 

City water enters at one end of 
the room, and passes through a 
stone filter for purification. 

After being purified, the water 
passes into a series of large glass- 
lined crock vats, and a mixing ma- 
chine into which pure cane sugar 
is added to form the base of the 
syrup. The mixing machine is 
equipped with stainless steel and 
is glass lined, to insure the safety 
of the drink. 


SYRUP FILTERED 

From the mixing machine, the 
syrup is filtered through thick | 
filter pads, suspended on a silver | 
mesh strainer, and passes on to} 
another large jar where it is ytd 


with the flavoring juices. These 
concentrated juices are added 
according to a special formula, 


being gauged by graduated tubing 
running the length of the vats. 
After being thoroughly mixed, the 
ayrup is pronounced ready for pre- 
paration of the bottled drink, and 
is discharged gradually to the bot- 
tling machine through stainless 
steel piping. 

Before the bottles reach the bot- 
tling machine, they go through @ 
complicated process of being 
cleaned and sterilized. They are 
placed in a washer, that performs 
several operations befcee releasing 
the bottles. They go through a bath 
of caustic soda, then through a 
series of rinses and scrubbings. 


REVOLVING BRUSHES 
The rinses and scrubbings con- 


sist of revolving and oscillating 
brushes that scour the bottle thor- 
oughly on the outside, then on the 
inside, then the bottle is rinsed | 
again. After being sterilized, the | 
bottles pass out of the machine, | 
untouched by hand, going auto- 


matically onto an endless belt, 
carrying them a short distance to 
the bottling machine,
